5. Powers to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expendient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons, 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to any of the 
said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person fro m the operation of this 
rule. 

6. Power to relax Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts. 

7. .Savings Nothing in theso rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Sche- 
dule appended to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification etc. : — 

The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating to tho said post shall be ns specified in columns 3 to 
13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 


4. Disqualifications ; — 

No Person, — 

(a) who lias entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax : ~ 

Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 

6. Saving 

Nothing in these rules shall alfect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for tho Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this 
regard .

GSR 585 (E), dated the 15lh December, 1975, inviting objec- 
tions and suggestions, from all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, till the expiry of a period of sixty days from the 
date of publication of the said notification in the Official 
Gazette ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 30th December, 1975 ; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been recei- 
ved from the public on the said draft ; 


(a) Periods during which goods are detained by the Collcc-

5. Reduction of fees. — The fees prescribed in rule 4 may be 
reduced by half, if the goods lie in (he open without any 
covering provided by the port. 

6. Survey of Goods. — If goods arc detained for survey; then 
a period not exceeding seven days excluding Sundays and Port 
holidays, from the date of completion of discharge from the 
vessel may be excluded while calculating the transit fees, 
provided that the goods arc removed within twenty four hours 
after the completion of the survey. 

7. Unclaimed Goods. — Transit fees shall not be charged 
on unclaimed goods provided that they are cleared within 
two months from the date of complete discharge of the 
vessel from which they were landed. 

8. Empty or partially empty packages— Transit fees shall 
be payable on packages landed empty or partially empty. 

9. Transit fees on Sundays and Port holidays. — Once transit 
fees begin to accrue, no allowance shall he made for Sundays 
and Port holidays. 

10. Delivery of goods. — Goods shall not be delivered to 
owners or consignees unless all dues leviable thereon, inclu- 
ding transit fees are paid, 

11. Congestion of goods. — If at any time the Traffic Mana- 
ger of the Port apprehends a serious congestion in the transit 
sheds or the transit area which may affect the rapid transit, 
of goods through the Port, he may direct the owners or con- 
signees of any specified goods to remove such goods from the 
Port premises within a specified period. If the goods are not 
removed within such period, the said Traffic Manager may 
cause them to be removed and restocked in any other palace 
within the Port premises at the expense and the sole risk 
of owners or consignees. Goods so removed shall be charged 
transit fees at the rates for the third week under Rule 4. 

EXPORTS 

12. Export cargo.-— No export cargo shall be admitted into 
the Port, premises without the permission in writing of the 
Traffic Manager of the Port. Normally export cargo for a 
vessel shall be admitted only after the vessel is opened for 
exports. 

13. Free days. — Free days for export cargo shall be admis- 
sible as follows: — 

(a) All cargo except salvaged goods-(i) Six days (exclud- 

ing Sundays and Port holidays) from the actual 
date of receipt of the goods in the transit area. 

(ii) From the date the vessel is verthed for working 
cargo to the date the vessel completes loading. 

(b) Salvaged goods — Three days (excluding Sundays and 

Port holidays) from the date on which the goods 
were actually salvaged. 

14. Shut out cargo.— (1) In the case of poods shut out 
from shipment and removed outside, in addition to the free 
days mentioned in rule 13, the working dav next to the date 
of completion of taking in of the exports by the vessel shall 
also be allowed as a free day. 
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(2) in the case of goods shut out by one vessel and sub- 
sequently shipped by another vessel the free period shall count 
upto twenty one days, including Sundays and Port holidays 
and thereafter transit lees shall be payable till tile goods arc 
shipped. 

15. Free periods. — In addition to the free days, export 
cargo shall be allowed the following free periods, that is 
period during which goods arc detained by the Collector of 
Customs for examinations under sub-sections (3) and (4) of 
section 17 and for chemical test, under section 144 of the 
Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), other than the ordinary 
processes or appraisement and certified by the Collector of 
Customs to be not attributable to any fault or negligence on 
the part, of exporters, plus one working day. The Customs 
holidays shall also be treated as free periods in addition. 

16. Transit fees. — 50 per cent of ihe transit fees as appli- 
cable for imports shall be levied after the expiry of the free 
days and free periods. 

17. Reduction of rates. — The rates specified in rule 16 may 
be reduced by half, if Ihe goods lie in the open without any 
covering provided by the Port. 

1R. Congestion of goods. — If at any time the Traffic Mana- 
ger of the Port should apprehend serious congestion in the 
transit sheds or other spaces allotted for the goods in transit 
to the detriment of the rapid trinsit of goods through the Port, 
he may cause the goods to be removed at the cost, of the 
owner and may stack them in any open space within the 
Port premises at the risk of the owner. Transit fees shall 
be leviable on such goods in accordance with the rules for 
the third week under rule 16.

(15 of 1908), at pages 318-319 of the Gazelle of India, Part 
Jl-Scction 3, Sub-scction (i) ; dated the 7th February, 1976, 
under the notification of the Government of India in the Minis- 
try of Shipping and Transport (Transport Wing) No. G.S.R. 
175, dated the 17th January, 1976, inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
fill expiry of a period of 60 days from the date of publication 
of the said notification in the Official Gazette; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to public 
on 18th February, 1976; 

And whereas no objections and suggestions have been 
received from the public on the said draft; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-seclioti (1) of section 6 of Ihc said Act, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and application, — (1) These rules may be 
called the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Compulsory Pilotage 
of, and Levy of Pilotage Fees etc. on certain Vessels Entering 
or Departing from Ihe Port of Port Blair) Rules, 1976. 

(2) They shall apply to the Port of Port Blair in the Union 
Territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (hereinafter 
referred to as “the Port”). 


2. Prohibition of cnlry, movement of departure of vessels 
without embarking pilot on board. — No vessel of and above 
the measurement of 200 tonnes (hereinafter referred to as 
“the vessel”) shall enter into, move in or depart from (he 
limits of (he Pori, without a pilot first having embarked on 
board, to be provided at the Port by the Conservator of 
the Port. 
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3. Providing of Pilot ladder by vessels, — Every such vessel 
shall, while entering into or depailing from the limits of the 
Port or while changing berth from one place to another with- 
in (he said limits, provide a Pilot Ladder conforming to the 
specifications and requirements as laid down in the Merchant 
Shipping (Pilot Ladder) Rules, 1967, or any equally efficient 
or safe ladder, in order to facilitate the embarkation on and 
disembarkation from hoard of the Pilot. 

4. Restriction on entry and departure of mure than one 
vessel at a time. — Not more than one vessel shall be allowed 
to enter into or depart from the limits of the Port at a 
lime. Movements of such vessels shall be regulated in 
accordance with the direction given lo them from the Signal 
Tower to be provided for the purpose by the Conservator 
at a conspicuous place at the Port. 

5. Flying of National Colours elc. by vessels. — Every such 
vessel shall, between sun rise and sun set, when entering 
into or departing from the limits of the Port fly conspicuously 
her National Colours, appropriate signal letters and signals 
us prescribed in the revised International Code of Signals in 
force wilh effect from the 1st day of April, 1969, indicating 
(he presence of a pilot on board. 

6. Placing of requisition for pilot by vessels. — (1) Every 
vessel requiring a pilot on board for entering into, moving 
in or departing from the limits of the Port to which these 
rules apply shall indicate such requirement in wriling lo 
the Conservator of the Pori cither directly or through her 
agent at least twelve hours in advance of the time schedule 
of such entry, movement or departure : 

Provided that the time limit specified in this rule shall not 
apply where such entry, movement or departure, as the case 
may be, of a vessel has been necessitated unexpectedly, at 
short-noiicc, for the safety of the vessel or any person on 
board such vessel of similar unforsccn emergent circumstances. 

(2) On receipt of such requirement, the Conservator of 
ihe Port shall arrange to provide a pilot to the vessel 
concerned. 


7. Exhibition of appropriate signals by vessels requiring 
pilots - -Every vessel requiring a pilot shall exhibit the appro- 
priate signal as prescribed in the revised International Code 
of Signals in force with effect from the 1st day of April, 
1969, indicating such requirement. 

8. Duty Certificate for services of pilot. — (1) The Master of 
vessel provided with a pilot on board shall sign the Duty 
Certificate presented by the pilot and return the same to 
him prior lo ihe disembarkation of the vessel by Ihe pilot. 

(2) The time of embarkation and disembarkation of the 
Pilot shall be clearly indicated by the Master of the vessel 
in the Duly Certificate. 

9. Dues for pilotage, shifting, berthing or upberthing of 
certain vessels. — (1) The pilotage fees for vessels of and above 
the measurement of 200 (onnes piloted in and out the Port
